Tests showed presence 
of copper, lead, and other elements in the bullet metals and the 
presence of copper on the clothing. 

As I understand it, the reason they get so many readings on a single 
plate is that there is a bar across the top of the film or something 
as a standard reference. This bargives the location and order of 
a number of elements ( known ) . When the plate is exposed, the light 
given off by the burned specimen will be broken down and will line 
up in a column beneath the reference bar so that the technition caiti 
then look at the plate and pick out which elements are present. 

With bullet metal you would probably have Lead, copper, antimony, 
zinc, etc. represneted on the reference bar. Frankly, I am not 
that familiar with it but recalling what I had read in the past, 
yea, you would expect to see several elements tested for on one 
plate .
